— * Raaa SCHEITjtugR, who lived in Neukoelln, received information 
Cram bar friend Walter KOBYIQ in Palkeosee* Stas was 
registered as a HA and aade seven visits to Hausen, the last 
in April 55* She noted that K0SRIG had not visited her 
for three sooths, but she bad received two letters sent free 
Bast Berlin which requested her to cose to Bast Berlin for 
a meeting. Sirica this was unusual far KOSHIQ and the letters 
looked a little ' strange* Hansen advised her not to go* She 
promised to in fore Hansen of the receipt of any acre letter# 
of this type and not to goto the Bast for meetings* Her 
mother informed QADROIT in June 55 that the daughter had received 
two more such letters* had gone to East Berlin fbr a meetiig, 
had not returned.

The latter 

sounds as though he sight be identical with the person/ whoa REWARD 

is using for surveillance of the staffers upon occasion* an experienced 

surreiller related to Froelich who is trusted completely by REWARD (used 

to work in Belsig law offloe for him). CARBO is not aware of any such 

work however (he has not been asked directly), but states only that

The twenty points include those points in which Pepin had 
earlier shown interest ( extent of overlap with other organisations, regularity 
of contact with CADROIT, listing of persons who know of VIA' s contact with C0BOIT, 
eta). CARBO has also Included a number of pther points in the forms identity of 
staffers who ha^e handled, contact with SfS, any arrests, etc. 1ADEUL had vetoed
